1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance of the instant claims is based on Applicant's amendment filed 
October 5, 2007. Said amendment overcomes all the rejections and/or objections set 
forth In the previous Office Action mailed July 5, 2007. Further, the instant catalyst 
compounds showed unexpected results when compared the closest prior art, U.S. 
Patent No. 5,986,139. The compounds disclosed in the '139 patent show optical yields 
in the around 82 % ee in the hydrogenation of imines whereas the instant compounds 
showed optical yields around 97 % ee for the hydrogenation of methyl 
acetamidocinnamate at nearly quantitative reaction yields for both reactions.
